Dean Richard Sabin, 21, Salem, was 
arrested for the double murder of John and 
Donna Gelden in their home in Paddock Lake 
on Sept. 4. 

According to Kenosha County Sheriff Dan 
Piencikowski, Sabin was arrested at 6:30 
p.m. on Sept. 9 at his aunt's home in 
Milwaukee. 

The sheriff said Sabin -was arrested 
because an empty 22 caliber cartridge found 
at the murder scene matched those that 
came from the same caliber riffle used when 
Sabin accidentally shot himself at his grand- 
mother's home in Salem in June. 

Sabin had been arrested for setting 
multiple house fires in Powers Lake in 
"February. He was released when a judge 
threw out the evidence gotten by the sheriff's 
deputies when they arrested Sabin at the fire 
scene. 

When Antioch High School Principal Art 
Blecke announced the death of Donna 
Gelden, hall monitor, oyer the school's public 
address system on Sept 5, the students ob- 
served the moment of honoring silence in 
shock. 

Donna Gelden, 43, who had worked at the 
' school for 15 years, first in the cafeteria and 
then as a hall monitor, was a "mother con- 
fessor," to many of the students down in the 
Commons area where she was on duty, ac- 
cording to Blecke. 

Her body and that of her husband, John R. , 
* 43, was found by-one of their sons, James, 21, 
at 6:30 p.m., on Sept. 4. ; 



The Kenosha County Sheriff's Dept. has all 
its investigators working on the case along 
with the State of Wisconsin Police in- 
vestigators. 

The spacious 10 acre Gelden homestead, 
complete with swimming pool and horses, on 
216th St. , off of Hwy. 50 in Paddock Lake, has 
been sealed off during the investigation. 

The .sheriff has released no report that 
evidence showed robbery as a motive. Other 
unconfirmed reports are that the phone lines 
were cut and the son had to run to a neigh- 
boring home to call the police. 

Donna Gelden's body was found in the 
laundry room. She had been shot five times 
and her husband's was found a short distance 
away in the recreation room with a rifle 
nearby. He had been shot eight times. 

Kenosha County Sheriff Dan Piencikowski 
said that an autopsy report might confirm 
that they had both been shot in the back by a 
small calibre gun. 

There was a pot of stewed tomatoes 
cooking on the stove. 

John Gelden had been a sheet metal 
worker both in Kenosha and presently in 
Skokie. He was an active member of the 
Kenosha County Sheriff's Posse and also an 
avid campaigner for Kenosha County 
Sheriff's Capt. Fred Eckomass who is run- 
ning for sheriff. 

The double murder sent a shock wave of 
fear through the well-to-do neighbors. 

"I'm worried that some nut is loose in the 
area just shooting people," said one.

120 bed nursing home 
may go to Lake Villa

Lake Villa Township could be the site of a 
$3.25 . million, 120-bed nursing home. 
However, Jack Pichler, senior vice president 
of operations at Victory Memorial Hospital, 
cautions that that day is a long way off and 
that many approvals must be gained before 
the concept becomes a reality. 

Victory is considering erecting and 
operating the nursing home, and the hospital 
has submitted an application of need to the 
State of Illinois. 

The plan must be approved by the planning 
committee of Kane, Lake and McHenry 
counties — Health Systems Agency; based in 
Cary. That committee is to review the plan in 
October, Pichler said, 

The Illinois Health Facilities Planning 
Board will review it in November, he added. 

Pichler said various boards and agencies 
have studied the need for nursing homes and 
have found a need in the northwest quadrant 
of Lake County. 

He added that Lake Villa is an ideal 
location. Currently, Pichler is looking .at 
property west of the Lake Villa District 
Library on Grand Ave. He said that location 
would be ideal because Grand Ave. in- 
tersects with the tollway and continues on in- 
to Waukegan and Victory Hospital. 



The location also provides quick access to 
Rte. 83. He noted many older people reside in 
**Antioch, which is north of Lake Villa on R(e. 
83.

Right. now, the hospital is only looking at- 
the land in question, and no price has been 
quoted by the property owner. Pichler poin- 
ted out that if a price is not named soon, the 
hospital will look elsewhere in the Lake Villa 
area. 

The land in question is larger that is ac- ' 
tually needed for the nursing home, but 
Pichler said future plans could include other 
health care facilities at the site if a need is in- 
dicated. £ 

"We would get opinions and establish need 
before moving in with other things," Pichler 
said. 

Of course, all plans, including for the nur- 
sing home, are subject to the hospital board's 
approval. 

However, Pichler said lie does not sec that 
as much of a problem, as he believes most of 
the board members are in favor of the plan. 

"We're just taking it a step at a time. It's a "" 
long process," Pichler said. 

One reason Lake Villa was chosen was its 
rural location. He said he would rather see 
the nursing home in a park-like setting than 
in an institutional setting. 

He said he wants to see it fit into a rural en- 
vironments 

And, of course, the opening of the nursing 
home^would provide jobs for Lake Villa area 
people, Pichler said.

Now that all the $40 million LOTTO hoopla 
is over and that 28-year-old Chicago printer 
won all that loot instead of me, who we all 
know was more richly deserving, maybe you 
might be interested in some facts about that 
millionaire-making game. 

Did 'you know that by the end- of Illinois' 
fiscal year of 1983(June 1983), six new 
millionaires were made through the 'winning 
of LOTTO which had been in existence 
barely four months. 

All. of the lottery games brought in ap- 
-proximately $500-million_in. revenues to the. 
State of Illinois and with just about half of 
that going out in priz es, ^e xpenses and 
overhead. Approximately $214 million went 
tosta'te funded programs in 1983, ' ~~ - 

Since 1974 the state's bookkeepers say that 
by the middle of 1983 the lottery had con- 
tributed three-quarters of a billion dollars to 
such funds. 

Illinois State income taxes increased tem- 
porarily by only one-hnjf percent in 1983 and 
the state sales taxes came off of food and 
drugs then and only went up one percent on 
other items. 

So whether or not the lottery funds went to 
new programs or to help support old ones, 
with taxes rising everywhere, maybe the lot- 
tery has saved money for the Illinois tax- 
payer. 

Of course that's not considering the recent 
cuts in state funding which could afso ac- 
count for the constant state tax situation. 

One thing that the lottery does do, 
especially the recent $40 million one, is let 
people partake in an unprecedented fantasy. 
When else can anyone even have a chanced 
don't care if its about equal to the chance of 
being .hit by lightning) to win that much 
moola? 

I don't know about you but I felt some 
special anticipatory vibes while I was 
checking my $5 worth of tickets because just 
maybe™! 



In 1983 the number of those buying lottery 
tickets increased 100 percent. With the prize 
increase. 1984's increase must have been a 
.lulu! , 

It seems that lottery fever has really gone 
on the rampage in the last few years. It took 
lottery sales eight years to reach $1 billion 
and that figure was doubled in 1982 and 83. 

Inside of one year lottery sales, proceeds 
and winnings went up almost 50 percent! 

Personally, as long as the lottery is well 
supervised, I don't see a thing wrong with 
people having the fun of. "taking a chance." 

— With residents of bordering states f locking- 
over state lines to buy lottery tickets, I really 
don't understand why states like Wisconsin 
don't keep that money at home by having a 
state lottery. 

Unless it just the total concept of gambling 
of any kind that one is against, I don't see 
how a lottery differs from any church spon- 
sored games of chance. 

Presumedly the operation is an honest one 
and the proceeds go to a worthwhiled cause. 
To the untrained eyes, the annual report out- 
-of the state treasurer's office looks to be a 
rbonafide one. 

Saving taxpayers' money seems to me to 
be about as worthwhile as you can get or am 
I just being naive? 

The fact that so many more people bought 
tickets when the prize went up to $40 million 
shows how wacky our money values have 
become. 

The chances of winning are the same every 
week because they are dependent on the 
number of possible number combinations.

Answer; 

The dentist chooses fillings based on a number of factors:*size 
of cavity and- its location, the kinds of chewing stresses it will 
_undergo,-and-haw_theJlnlshedJII!ing will look, the cosmetic 
aspect. 

The material used for most back teeth and the majority of 
fillings Is silver amalgum, an alloy of silver, mercury, tin, cop- 
per and zinc. For cavities of unusual size or those needing ex* 
tro biting strength where a tooth has lost its wall, gold Is 
recommended. This 1$ not attractive for front teeth; therefore 
many dentists sacrifice gold's durability for the good looks of 
synthetic porcelain which can be mixed to match the patient's 
tooth. Although synthetics do seem to inhibit decoy, they tend 
, to "wash out" with the passage of time. 

1 There are newer materials an the market, primarily plastic 
combined with other materials — I.e. quartz as an aesthetic 
front filling— and some of these seem to work well and show 
great promise.
